WAS DIVERTED

He was to 
have attended a working dinner 
with Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan and Greek Premier Con- 
stantine Karamanlis but it went 
on without him and negotiations 
continued on independence for 
Cyprus. 


Macmillan and Karamanlis paid 
a courtesy call at the hospital, 
where Menderes remained asleep 
under sedatives. Archbishop Ma- 
karios, the Greek Cypriot leader, 
telegraphed his sympathy. 


A full-dress conference of the 
three Premiers that had been 
scheduled for Wednesday was 
postponed, A spokesman for Mac- 
millan said new arrangements 
would be made when Menderes is 
well enough to participate.

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‘Best Thing for Radiation Victim? 
Plenty of Rest, Doctors Told Here 


The best thing for an overdose of radiation is to do nothing 
but rest. 


This opinion was voiced in Atlanta Tuesday by Dr. Lee E. 
Farr, medical director of the Brookhaven National Laboratory 
at Upton, N.Y. 

“Once a person is overexposed, the best thing he can do is 
to do nothing and get all the rest he can get,’’ he said, “letting 
the powerful restorative functions of the body take over. 


“Actually, we know far too little about the radiation in the 
field of medicine,” said Dr. Farr, a medico-nuclear scientist. 


“We are dealing with events which within a fraction of a 
second may have a pronounced effect on a person for his entire 
life,”” he said. 

Drugs and chemical compounds have been in use for many 
years to protect a person from some types of radiation, he said. 


But once a person gets an overdose of radiation, medical 
science knows little treatment, Dr. Farr said, citing the recent 
fatality at Los Alamos, Nev., which occurred within 32 hours 
after a nuclear worker became overexposed to radiation. 


Dr. Farr appeared on a nuclear medicine panel at the Atlanta 
Graduate Medical Assembly, in progress at the Biltmore Hotel.

also survives.

For the Compromise 


It is gratifying to have an end, if only 
temporarily, to the childish “you're an- 
other” game by the Fulton delegation in 
the House of Representatives. Compro- 
mise agreement yesterday on three major 
local bills finally cleared the way for 
some constructive legislation. 

Reps. Wilson Brooks and Ralph Mc- 
Clelland yesterday gave up their nonsensi- 
cal effort to freeze Atlanta’s ad valorem 
taxes at their present level. The proposal 
in the first place demonstrated an amaz- 
ing irresponsibility ill befitting elected 
representatives of city and county. 

The two representatives also agreed to 
the city’s request that the ceiling on busi- 
ness licenses be lifted. This is one which 
we hope will not be misused, 


Also agreed upon was a compromise 
use-permit bill, a measure badly needed 
in both city and county. This will clarify 
zoning controversies, permitting orderly 
development. 

While it is difficult to believe that 
Messrs. McClelland and Brooks were seri- 
ous about their tax limit bill, it is signifi- 
cant their change of mind came only after 
unanimous disapproval by the Board of 
Directors of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce. The bill itself showed an amazing 
ignorance and disregard of Atlanta’s 
problems. Politics can be no excuse for 
misleading the people and for failing to 
offer the constructive leadership required. 

Legislation based on personal animos- 
ity toward the mayor without regard for 
the community’s future is irresponsibility 
in the highest degree. Let’s hope this ends 
it once and for all. 

Whoever is mayor, demands on city 
government and the school system as a 
result of growth will continue. Even 
though no new taxes become necessary, 
Atlanta cannot grow if placed in a fiscal 
strait jacket. While the city has done a 
good job of trying to hold the line on 
taxes, its essentially conservative fiscal 
program has meant postponing many im- 
provements. 

Rather than limiting taxes, the delega- 
tion should concern itself with means of 
persuading the state to permit the city to 
explore new sources of revenue to avoid 
further loads on property. 

Meanwhile, let the delegation agree in 
the brief time left on other constructive 
bills such as that to provide neighbor- 
hood registration.

‘Tragic, Mayor Says 


Atlanta Mayor Hartsfield charged Tuesday night 


that Sandy Springs has been left 


“at the mercy of a 


collapsing volunteer fire department” by ‘‘calloused” 
handling of the Sandy Springs annexation bill. 


The mayor charged in a paid 
political announcement on WAGA- 
TV that a “majority faction” of 
the Fulton County legislative del- 
egation—Reps. Wilson Brooks and 
Ralph McClelland and Sen. Char- 
lic Brown—are being ‘“‘unfriend- 
ly” to the city. 


Hartsfield also accused the 
three legislators of announcing 
the death of the annexation bill 
after “a howling minority in a 
stacked hearing by the majority 
faction of the local delegation 
shouted it down, hurling epithets 
and abuse at the city government, 
declining to hear a single word in 
behalf of the great city of At- 
lanta.” 


REFERRED TO BOOS 

The mayor referred to a public 
hearing in the House chamber 
Friday at the capitol when a 
crowd of Sandy Springs residents 
booed him, called for adjourn- 
ment and walked out when the 
mayor attempted to speak. 


Action of the three legislators, 
Hartsfield said, also leaves the 
area with an “unsatisfactory con- 
tract by which the county, with 
the aid of the delegation, is going 
to try to hook a five-mill, one 
pumper station, located in the 
midst of a 25-square mile fire dis- 
trict, with runs of over seven 
miles, on to the Atlanta Fire 
Department.” 


The mayor said fire underwrit- 
ers say such limited fire protec- 
tion is unsatisfactory and “will 
afford no reduction in rates.” He 
said the proposed plan will leave 
schools, churches and large two- 
story houses ‘‘almost completely 
unprotected.” 


SAID CONTRACT UNFAIR 

Taking on the back-up service 
contract, Hartsfield said, would be 
“unfair” to Buckhead citizens, 
whose fire stations would have to 
answer “help”’ calls from Sandy 
Springs. 

Regarding the origin of the an- 
nexation bill, Hartsfield said it 
was drawn “‘at thet request of a 
number of Sandy Springs resi- 
dents” to give them “a choice 
between an inadequate, small fire 
station, trying to serve too big 
~ area, and full municipal serv- 
Ee ia 


The mayor said that in spite 
of the “unfair attitude of a small 


| minority,” the city will continue 


to try to aid the Sandy Springs 
area. 


Hartsfield closed his television 
speech by saying Sandy Springs 
could only become a part of At- 
lanta “upon a cessation of cam- 
paigns of ignorance and spite lev- 
eled at your city by unfriendly 
legislative representatives.”

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Meanwhile in committee action, 
an Industry subcommittee report- 
ed the controversial REA bill out 
with recommendation that the 
measure be given further study 
“during the administration of this 
legislature”’—thus killing this ses- 
sion and possibly the next. 


The House Rules Committee 
wielded its economy ax on five 
proposed interim study commit- 
tees—dealing with mental health, 
osteopathic training, operation of 
the North Carolina and Virginia 
highway patrols, teacher retire- 
ment system and fertilizer stand- 
ards. 


It approved four other studies 
but placed time limitations on 
them. These called for investigat- 
ing the financing of state services, 
certain practices in the movie 
industry, compensation for legis- 
lators and the proposal to create 
an incorporated Georgia bar. 


The salary bill approved by the 
House provides for a base pay 
of $10,000 for the revenue com- 
missioner and .purchasing super- 
visor, plus $2,400 each for ex- 
penses and longevity pay for prior 
state service. 


OXFORD RAISED 


For commissioner Dixon Oxford, 
that will amount to $14,800, Rep. 
Roy McCracken of Jefferson told 
the House. For Purchasing Super- 
visor Bill Bowdoin it will come 
to $12,400, 

The present salary of the reve- 
nue commissioner is a flat $10,000. 
The purchasing job had been pay- 
ing $9,900 in salary and expenses. 

The raises came in a State of 
the Republic Committee substi- 
tute to a over-all salary adjust- 
ment bill involving a number of 
state officials. 


McCracken told the committee 
earlier Tuesday that “the gover- 
nor felt he couldn’t go along with” 
the scale proposed in the original 
bill but had asked for raises for 
the revenue commissioner and su- 
pervisor of purchases. 


VOTED INCREASE 167-1 


Later on the floor, Reps. W. 
Hays Pickett of Pickens and An- 
drew McKenna of Bibb attempt- 
ed to delay action on the substi- 
tute until copies could be print- 
ed. But the House voted down 
their position and approved the 
raises 167-1. 


The House’s longest debate of 
the day revolved about a bill pro- 
posing to require anyone driving 
a farm vehicle on a public high- 
way to have a driver’s license. 


The measure was particularly 
aimed at young children who 
drive tractors on highways. 


Rep. A’Delbert Bowen of Ran- 
dolph said there had been a tre- 
mendous increase of farm equip- 
ment traffic in recent years and 
a growing number of fatalities in- 
volving tractors. 


Speaking for the bill, Rep. W. 
C. Parker of Appling declared that 
“a tractor is harder to handle 
than an automobile and more dan- 
gerous.”’ 


But Rep. Dorsey Matthews olf 
Colquitt argued that the bill would 
hurt farmers. “It takes all the 
boys and girls in our family to 
gather a crop of tobacco,” he 
said.

TV Classes Could Head Off 
Integration, Senate Told 


A new weapon for preventing public school integration was 
offered in the Georgia Senate Tuesday: 


A resolution introduced by Sen. 
Charles A. Pannell of Chatsworth 
called for a joint Senate-House 
interim committee to study the 
possibility of completely educat- 
ing the state’s high school and 
college students by TV. 


“You may think I’ve lost my 
senses by introducing a resolu- 
tion of this kind, but within 10 
years time you'll see I’m right,” 
Pannell told his fellow senators. 


But Lt. Gov. Byrd cut off the 
resolution’s chances of passage 
when he sent it to the Rules Com- 
mittee for screening. With sign- 
off time for the present legisla- 
tive session coming up Friday, 
the committee isn’t likely to get 
it back to the floor in time to be 
voted on. 


“God has given us the answer 
to our problem of how to educate 
our children in the face of the 
integration threat,’’ Sen. Pannell 
said. “He gave us television and 
talking pictures.” 


He said the country is operating 
under a “horse and buggy days” 
concept of education whereby the 
masses are brought to the instruc- 
tor. He advocated a switch by 
bringing the instructor to the 
masses via electronics. 


“It's wild, but not as wild as 


closing down our schools,”’ he said. 


He said he has taught school 
himself and knows that anything 
that can be taught in a class- 
room could be taught on TV. 


“You think God gave us TV and 
talking pictures for selling beer,” 
he said. “‘That’s about all we're 
using it for—and cigarettes.” 


Education by television would 
wipe out illiteracy in a matter of 
10 years, he predicted. 


If Georgia doesn’t lead the way, 
someone else will, he said. 


“Sticks and stones and mortar 
and brick schoolhouses in 10 years 
are going to be as obsolete as the 
little red schoolhouse today,” 
he added. 


Present college facilities could 
be used to teach “secret things 
in science that you didn’t want 
the rest of the world to know 
about,”” and money spent for col- 
lege and high school classrooms 
could be expended for advancing 
education on the lower levels. 


“This might be the salvation 
of education as we know it in the 
South,”’ Pannell said. “‘(U.S. Su- 
preme Court Chief Justice) War- 
ren, Inc., wouldn’t be able to in- 
tegrate it unless they say we 
have to integrate our homes.”

there might be a “legal ob- 
stacle” if a teacher took a job 
in a private school and continued 
to ‘draw pay under a public 
school contract. 


Sen. Carl Sanders of Augusta, 
administration floor leader, said 
the question has been considered 
and it was decided that it would 
be better for the teacher to know 
his or her contract would be hon- 
ored than to have the bill killed 
because of possible future litiga- 
tion. 


Anyway, he said, “‘as a general 
rule of law, a teacher couldn’t 
very well take another job as long 
as she is on the state payroll.” 
He said some court decisions al- 
ready have held that as long as a 
teacher gets paid by the state, she 
can't work for a private school. 


“I’m not going to argue with 
the administration,’”’ Carlisle said, 
“but I think they’re wrong.” 


Sanders replied that it was the 
opinion “of some of the most em- 
minent legal minds in the state’’ 
that the administration was not 
wrong. 


A bill amending the Georgia 
Securities Act to give teeth to 
stock sale regulations also won 
unanimous Senate approval and 
was sent to the governor. 


Sen. Robert Jordan of Talbotton 
said the proposed legislation re- 
sulted from a study made by Sec- 
retary of State Fortson, who is 
also commissioner of securities. 


It provides for a number of 
significant changes from the ex- 
isting law. 


It would put corporation officers 
under the same regulations of law 
as stock salesmen. Fortson would 
be empowered to initiate investi- 
gations into securities irregulari- 
ties on his own, rather than hav- 
ing to wait for a complaint to be 
filed. 


He also would get subpoena 
powers. 


Violations of the securities act 
would be taken out of the mis- 
demeanor class and made felo- 
nies.

There is a place on the return to 
deduct this $50. If the stock is 
owned by you and your spouse 
you may deduct the first $50 that 
each receives on a joint return 
so that the exclusion can be $100. 


Dividends from life insurance 
companies and foreign corpora- 
tions do not qualify for this ex- 
clusion. In addition you may 
claim as a credit against your 
tax, 4 per cent of the total divi- 
dends received less the $50 or 
$100 exclusion. The State of Geor- 
gia has some special rules for 
dividends so check these. Do not 
report dividends paid by banks 
on your state return.

Certain corporations pay divi- 
dends which are not out of their 
earnings or surplus.

Besides medical 
therapy, group discussions, 
counseling, supervised recrea- 
tion and devotional periods have 
already aided several women 
in finding the road back to de- 
cency. 


GREAT PROBLEM 


“Our greatest problem is in 
relocating. these women back 
in society — in the home and 
in a responsible position” said 
Mrs. Austin. “These women 
are not criminals and in many 
instances where they have been 
paroled into our custody from 
the prison farm, we find that 
they were there on misdemean- 
or charges only because they 
couldn’t pay a fine.” She 
pointed out however, that the 
stigma of a prison record re- 
mained — sometimes a difficult 
thing to eradicate. 


“If we can show these wom- 
en that there’s a whole new 
life ahead for them if they want 
it and point out to them how 
any further disaster can be 
avoided, perhaps we have 
taken a small part in making 
Atlanta a better place to live” 
said Mrs. Austin.

A young General Electric executive, casually car- 
rying some $10,000 worth of man-made diamonds 


around in his briefcase here, likes | 
to paraphrase an old Broadway 
hit song that way. 


W. K. Cordier, manager of dia- 
mond. plant operations for GE’s. 
metallurgical products depart- 
ment in Detroit, brought that 
message to members of the 
American Society of Tool Engi- 


GE research scientists’ 1955 
discovery of a process resulting 
in manufacture of tiny synthetic 
diamonds for use as _ grinding- 
wheel abrasives has had a “‘tre- 
mendous impact on U.S. industry 
and defense,”’ Cordier declared. 


SUPPLY WAS SHORT 
Prior to the discovery, natural 
diamonds, imported from the De- 


Beers diamond trust in Johannes- 
burg, were in short supply, with 


fluctuating prices. Now GE’s do- 
mestic production offers “supply 
and price stability,”” Cordier 
pointed out. ; 


GE made its first manmade 
diamonds for sale in early 1957. 
Current price is around 5 per cent 
above the price of natural dia- 
monds used as industrial abras- 
ives. GE claims the manmade dia- 
monds are ‘from 35 to 100 per 
cent superior’ to natural ones as 
abrasives. 


To date scientists have been un- 
able to produce synthetic. dia- 
monds larger than ‘40 mesh’’—a 
measurement roughly 200th of a 
carat. GE hopes eventually to

MANAGEMENT CITED 


Retiring president James H. 
Hunter of North Adams said: 

“Higher costs of production is 
inevitable, but the prospect of in- 
creased sales and improved profit 
margins seem attainable now by 
progressive, alert mill manage- 
ment.”” And he added: 


“We of ATMA feel it is our re- 
sponsibility to our customer in- 
dustry to develop ways and means 
for textile mills in this country 
to gain a sound economy and to 
make profits comparable with 
other key industries.”’ 


Richard B. Barker, counsel of 
the American Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ Institute, said that since

“In the same period,” he con- 
tinued, “expenditures for new 
plants and equipment fell from 
510 million dollars to 252 million 
dollars a year. 


“The decline in spending on new 
equipment has created a serious 
problem of obsolescence in the 
domestic textile industry. One of 
the reasons many mills continue 
to operate old and high-cost ma- 
chinery is the absence of realistic 
depreciation allowances.” 


“Realistic rates which the in- 
dustry must have,” he said,
